A atill Btronger 
reason for the present etate of the mar- 
ket is the better times throughout the 
United States due to the now tariff, 
which increases the consumptive power 
of the masses.

fruit and nut growers of California ia 
brighter than for several years past, as 
with abort crops East there will bo no 
trouble in placing tbe state's entire out-
